Compared  to  men's  varsity  sports,  women's  intercollegiate  sports  are  in  their 
infant  stages  but  they're  growing  fast.  "Within  the  next  five  years  women  will 
be  competing  alongside  the  men,"  predicts  Dr.  Elizabeth  VanHorn,  associate 
professor  of  physical  education  and  director  of  intercollegiate  sports  for  women 
at  Denison.  "For  the  last  three  years  the  groundwork  has  been  laid  for  the  prog- 
ram as  it  is  now  at  Denison.  The  budget  has  double  from  what  it  had  been.  We 
now  have  the  money  to  do  some  creative  and  innovative  things  in  women's 
athletics,"  she  said. 

According  to  Dr.  VanHorn,  "it  took  something  as  big  as  the  Women's  Move- 
ment to  do  something  for  women's  sports.  Men's  participation  in  any  sports 
activity  has  always  been  strong,  but,  as  she  pointed  out,  "since  the  Women's 
Movement,  there  has  been  attention  given  to  all  women's  activities  including 
sports  competition." 

At  the  present  time  women's  intercollegiate  sports  at  Denison  consist  of  eight 
activities.  These  are  divided  into  four  phases  during  the  academic  year.  The  fall 
sports  include  field  hockey,  competitive  speed  swimming,  and  synchronized 
swimming.  The  winter  sports  are  divided  into  two  phases  —  bowling  is  part  of 
both  sessions,  with  volleyball  included  in  the  first  session,  and  basketball  in 
the  second.  The  spring  sports  consist  of  golf  and  tennis.  There  is  a  possibility  of 
gymnastics  in  the  future.

TEXT  OF  SENATE  PLAQUE  RESOLUTION 

It  is  clear  that  Denison  has  a  heritage  in  the  Christian  tra- 
dition. The  plaque  at  the  entrance  to  the  campus,  erected  as 
a  centennial  monument  in  1931,  sought  to  express  that  with 
the  phrase  "A  Christian  College."  Its  strategic  position  and 
recent  replacement  cause  it  to  function  both  as  an  historical 
marker  and  as  a  current  description  of  the  college.  Many 
believe  that  designation  to  be  accurate,  given  their  under- 
standing of  the  term.  Others  believe  the  designation  to  be 
misleading,  given  their  understanding  of  the  term.  Therefore, 
as  members  of  the  University  Senate,  we  choose  to  address 
the  confusion  from  within  our  own  experience  and  under- 
standing of  the  college.  The  phrase  "A  Christian  College  of 
Liberal  Arts"  conveys  the  humane  sentiments  of  many  of 
the  Denison  community,  yet  it  is  not  sufficiently  broad  to 
encompass  the  religious  and  cultural  ethics  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Denison  community.  We  believe  that  Denison 
aspires  to  be  a  pluralistic  community;  while  respecting  its 
heritage,  it  is  committed  to  excluding  none  by  "racial,  cul- 
tural, religious,  or  economic  barriers." 

To  give  substance  to  our  conviction,  we  urge  that,  while 
sustaining  our  traditional  program,  efforts  be  continued  and 
increased  to  insure: 

1.  That  persons  of  varied  religious  persuasions  are 
actively  sought  for  enrollment  and  employment  at 
Denison. 

2.  That  provisions  are  made  for  the  religious  nurture 
of  interested  members  of  our  community  in  the  re- 
ligious persuasion  of  their  choice; 

3.  That  adequate  coverage  is  provided  in  the  curriculum 
of  the  study  of  major  religious  traditions. 


JEWISH  STATEMENT:  AN  EXCERPT 

Editor's  note:  Words  in  italic  were  contained  in  the  trusiee 
statement  issued  last  fall. 

"Denison  is  a  Religious  (Christian)  college.  Not  in  the  sense" 
that  we  are  subject  to  any  ecclesiastical  control;  not  in  the 
sense  that  we  are  sectarian;  not  in  the  sense  that  we  indoctrinate. 
Our  college  is  Religious  (Christian)  in  the  sense  that  it  seeks 
to  be  guided  by  Humane  (Christian)  principles — principles  which 
inspired  our  Founders  and  have  moved  generations  of  Deni- 
sonians  to  lives  of  sacrifice  and  service,  animated  bv  the  love  of 
God  and  the  family  of  man." 


Statement  on  Religious  Charocter  of 
DENISON  UNIVERSITY 

Issued  by  Board  of  Trustees,  Oct.  5,  1973. 

For  many  Denisonians  recent  suggestions  for  altering  the 
centennial  plaque  at  the  entrance  to  the  college  raise  the  question 
of  whether  Denison  is  a  Christian  college.  While  the  mere  narrow 
question  regarding  the  plaque  is  not  now  before  us,  we  think 
it  right  to  answer  the  larger  question;  and  we  do  so  with  an 
awareness  that  a  straightforward  answer  to  such  a  fundamentally 
important  question  cannot  please  everyone.  Yet  our  answer  is 
straightforward: 

Denison  is  a  Christian  college.  Not  in  the  sense  that  we  are 
subject  to  any  ecclesiastical  control;  not  in  the  sense  that  we  are 
sectarian;  not  in  the  sense  that  we  indoctrinate;  not  in  the  sense 
that  we  discriminate  against  other  faiths.  Our  college  is  Christian 
in  the  sense  that  it  seeks  to  be  guided  by  Christian  principles — 
principles  which  inspired  our  Founders  and  have  moved  gen- 
erations of  Denisonians  to  lives  of  sacrifice  and  service,  animated 
by  the  love  of  Cod  and  of  the  family  of  man. 

These  are  the  abiding  principles  of  faith,  hope  and  love, 
which  transcend  ecclesiastical  form  and  underlie  the  basic  vir- 
tues such  as  honesty  and  courage,  generosity  and  compassion, 
humility  and  tolerance. 

The  Christian  principles  which  guide  our  college  empha- 
size personal  freedom  grounded  in  personal  responsibility.  The 
central  objective  was  carefully  stated  by  Dean  Cyril  Richards 
many  years  ago: 

"It  is  the  function  of  the  Christian  college  of  liberal 
arts  to  fo.ster  a  love  for  truth,  beauty  and  good  things 
which  will  issue  in  the  fullest  and  freest  life  of  which 
the  student,  keenly  conscious  of  his  obligations  to 
society,  is  capable.  To  do  so  the  Christian  college  must 
not  hesitate  to  conserve  the  values  and  proclaim  the 
ideals  of  the  Christian  heritage.  It  must  be  equallv  con- 
cerned to  spread  these  values  and  reinterpret  these 
ideals  in  terms  suited  to  the  contemporary  generation." 

The  Christian  principles  which  guide  our  college  also 
emphasize  the  individuality  of  faith.  Our  Founders  believed 
that  faith  is  so  precious  and  so  personal  that  no  organization, 
ecclesiastical  or  secular,  nor  any  individual,  has  the  right  to 
prescribe  what  the  faith  of  another  person  shall  be.  Thus,  our 
Founders  created  a  college  in  which  faith,  always  a  private 
right  and  a  personal  responsibility,  could  be  sustained  and  re- 
fined by  learning.  At  Denison  every  individual  is  encouraged  to 
believe — and  is  free  to  believe — according  to  his  or  her  own 
mind  and  conscience. 

Finally,  the  Christian  principles  which  guide  our  college 
earnestly  encourages  the  presence  at  Denison  of  individuals 
who  are  committed  to  many  denominations  and  faiths.  For  we 
are  a  community  of  learning,  and  we  believe  that  religious 
pluralism  enriches  our  climate  of  learning  by  providing  the 
context  in  which  students  may  thoughtfully  consider  the  ulti- 
mately significant  questions  and  find  for  themselves  the  faith 
which  shall  guide  their  lives.
